Blue Hose 
To Wring ‘Terriers 


As Old Grads Wring Hands 


Color and pageantry—wrapped around a pig- 
skin—splash over the Presbyterian College campus 
on Oct. 21, when alumni return for 1949 Homecom- 
ing festivities. 

It’s dedicated to Athletic Director Walter A. 
Johnson and Head Coach Lonnie S. McMillian, 
a tribute as they swing into their 35th year of ser- 
vice to Blue Stocking athletics. 

And 13 classes of bygone days also have been 
singled out for special recognition. 

They receive citation in a flourish of hearty 
welcome, parading, barbecued chicken, dancing— 
and football. The Blue Sock gridmen match thrusts 
with a potent Wofford Terrier in a game pegged 
as one of South Carolina’s best. 

Ruling over all that day is a lovely queen. And 
President Marshall W. Brown personally throws 
wide the gate. Halftime ceremonies honor the 
queen and the two loyal sportsmen. 

Sound the roll of classes! Stepping for ward in 
the fabulous “P. C. Spirit” at this year’s reunion 
are the classes of 1899, 1900, 1901, 1902, 1918, 1919, 
1920, 1921, 1924, 1937, 1938, 1939 and 1940. 

More than 4 000 persons are expected to crowd 
Presbyterian’s spacious, oak-shaded campus for the 
football struggle under arc-lights of Johnson Field. 
Almost 1,000 of these will come early for an ac- 
tivity-packed day. 


Here’s how the schedule runs: 
11:00 a. m. Board of directors meeting. 


2:00 p. m. Alumni association meeting (col- 
lege auditorium). 


3:30 p. m. Reception at the president’s home. 

4:30 p.m. Class meetings (at various homes 
in Clinton).

6:15 p. m. Barbecued chicken supper (Judd 
Dining Hall—$1 per plate). 

8:15 p.m. P. C. Wofford football game. 


10:30 p. m. Dance (Clinton armory—dress is 
optional). 


That football game grabs the spotlight. The 
Blue Stockings, geared for speed, will throw a 
lightning backfield at an all-around strong Wofford 
eleven. Both teams are considered improved over 
last year, when the Terriers nosed by P. C., 15-6. 
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Presbyterian can field a ten-second backfield, 
featuring the boys who teamed as South Carolina’s 
champion one-mile relay crew last spring. That 
outfit includes: Quarterback George Fleming of 
Honea Path; Right Halfback Walter “Gooch of Rock 
Hill; Fullback Blake “Kilo” Watts of Bishopville; 
and Left Halfback Ken McCutcheon of Dillon. 

“Kilo” Watts is the blythe-footed lad who gal- 
loped 66 yeards to P. C.’s lone touchdown against 
Clemson and personally racked up a total of 133 
yeards afoot that weekend. 

With this year’s opening kickoff, Wofford and 
P. C. move into their 32nd annual meeting—one of 
the oldest rivalries in the state. Blue Stockinged 
gridmen have trotted off with 20 victories, while 
Wofford managed eight wins. Only three encounters 
were fought to a draw. 

A closer squint at the statistics indicates P. C. 
teams amassed 461 pens over the 3l-year span, 
and the Terrier grabbed 224 points in his teeth. 

The Homecoming Queen, a co-ed chosen by stu- 
dent vote, receives her crown at halftime. Featured 
with her in the ceremonies are Dr. Brown, 1948 
Queen Mrs. Eddie Cavaleri, Jr., and Student Body 
President Bill Harper. 

Then follows the tribute to Johnson and 
MecMillian. 

A parade, bouncing to the beat of P. C. military 
band music, is scheduled to move through down- 
town Clinton a few hours before game time. Var- 
ious college organizations and Clinton business 
concerns participate, with wild stretches of imagi- 
nation cooking up floats that vie for top prize 
money. 

And dormitories get decked out in a frivolity 
embarrassing to their learned walls. 

Another high point of Homecoming activities 
is the presentation of the annual Alumni Service 
Award. The award was inaugurated last year as 
a special commendation for outstanding loyalty 
and service to the college alumni association. Re- 
ceiving this inaugural citation was the Rev. Carroll 
Walker Sessions of Atlanta. 

Homecoming folds with the strains of sweet 
music and dancing—to the orchestra rhythm of 
Paul Harmon, a P. C. alumnus. 

Blue Key, student leadership fraternity, com- 
bined efforts with the college alumni office in 
promoting the Homecoming festivities.

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PC Salutes “Mac” & “Woot” 


Homecoming and The Alumni News join in saluting Presbyterian College’s most famous teacher- 
pupil combination—Athletic Director Walter A. Johnson and Head Coach Lonnie S. McMillian. These 
two loyal Blue Stocking sportsmen are serving their 35th year with P. C. athletics. 


When Johnson started his duties as Presbyterian coach in 1915, an eager freshman reported who 
was destined to blaze across the record of P. C. greats. That green first-year man was McMillian. 


Coach Johnson, 22 then, played in practice with his small squad. His pupil, McMillian, learned well, 
gained collegiate fame and later joined the Hose coaching staff. 


Twenty-five years after first reporting to practice, Lonnie Mac became head football coach to take 
up the successful mantle of Johnson, who stepped up as athletic director. 


Here, briefly, are their stories: 


S. 
McMillian 


Coach Lonnie S. Mc- 
Millian is P. C.’s jack- 
of-all-trades. 

He stands as one of 
the school’s all-time 
greats as a _ student 
participant. And since 
that time, Lonnie Mac 
has coached winning 
Blue Stocking teams 
in every season. 

Basketball, track, freshman football and even 
a touch of freshman baseball received his cagey 
attention before he took over the reins as head 
man on the Presbyterian gridiron. 

And even now, with a full pigskin load, Mc- 
Millian still finds time to point up the finer methods 
in basketball and track. 

MecMillian installed the wide-open, deceptive 
T-formation immediately upon becoming head foot- 
ball coach in 1941. The Hosemen thus became the 
first grid outfit in the Southeast to expound a 
system now used by most teams throughout the 
country. 

Blue Stocking athletic opponents trot on every 
field with a healthy respect for the silent mentor. 
They find his teams well versed in fundamentals, 
tricky and ready to battle to the closing whistle. 


Records tell some of the story. McMillian- 
coached football teams have won 36 games over 
a tough schedule route since 1941. They have con- 
sistently walked away with the coveted Little 
Four Crown. The 1941 squad also won champion-

The name of Walter 
A. Johnson is synon- 
ymous with Presby- 
terian College athlet- 
ics. 

To him goes most of 
the credit for devel- 
oping the Blue Stock- 
ing athletic plant, 
rated as one of the 
best among the na- 
tion’s smaller colleges. 

Linked inseparably with Johnson also is the 
fabulous “P. C. Spirit”—a combination of fair play 
and fight that has seeped over the sports arena 
and into the fiber of every student. 

Johnson—affectionately termed the “Genial 
Swede”—was long considered the dean of Southern 
coaches, until he left for war service in 1941. He 
returned to Presbyterian in 1946 to become Direc- 
tor of Athletics and Physical Training. 

Over the long span of years he coached, John- 
son built up a wide reputation for his ability and 
sportmanship. Sports writers and opponents alike 
honor him. And many Homecoming alumni return 
primarily to renew friendship with the genial 
athletic director they call “Coach.” 

Johnson, a native of Milwaukee, Wis., began 
his coaching duties at P. C. in August, 1915. In the 
25 active coaching years that followed, his athletic 
teams compiled enviable records in every sport. 

He piloted his football teams to 103 victories, 
96 defeats and 19 ties along a schedule ‘front that 
included such giants as Duke, Georgia Tech, Wake

A record enrollment of 475 students opened 
the fall semester at Presbyterian. 

And President Marshall W. Brown pointed 
with pride to a sound economy that signals a bright 
future. He said: 

“The 1949-50 school year has every indication 
of being one of the best in P. C. history. We have 
a capacity student body evenly balanced between 
freshmen and upperclassmen. The faculty is of 
superior quality, and the physical plant is in its 
best condition to date.” 

Dr. Brown said the college endowment has 
pushed over the half-million dollar level as the 
result of a concerted endowment drive that is still 
bearing fruit. 

Fourteen states are represented at P. C. this 
fall. And of the 475 total enrollment, 195 are new 
students. They make up the largest freshman class 
in history. 


Barnhill Returns 


James Wallace Barnhill, an alumnus and former 
instructor, rejoined the P. C. faculty this fall as 
professor of history. 

He has been on leave of absence for the past 
year doing graduate work at Northwestern Uni- 
versity.

Not at the rate families of Presbyterian Col- 
lege graduates have been increasing lately. 

A survey by Dr. Edouard Patte, college soci- 
ology professor, indicates the class of 1939 has a 
good start toward self-preservation. The instructor 
of Presbyterian’s “Marriage” course said over the 
past ten years graduates of that class have produced 
an average 1.37 children each. 

That’s a better rate than the surveyed class of 
1924, which up to now has produced only 1.85 chil- 
dren per graduate. 

Since it requires 2.1 children for replacement, 
Dr. Patte pointed out, P. C. graduates of 1939 ap- 
pear to indicate a trend toward disproving the 
contention that A.B. means “abolish babies.”

A fleet backfield carries on flying heels the 
1949 football destiny of Presbyterian College. 

And the speed merchants have sold Coach 
Lonnie McMillian on the conviction they’re a bet- 
ter outfit than the one which racked up five vic- 
tories against four defeats last year. 

That doesn’t mean McMillian expects a better 
record when the last whistle has sounded this year. 
A schedule listing four Southern Conference teams 
hardly calls for optimism. 

The forward wall has giant tackle Bozo Weir 
of Shelby, N. C., but it’s weaker than last season 
and lacks reserves. Cagey Lonnie Mac likes to 
speculate, however, over what happens when the 
line buckles down and gives his ten-second backs 
a chance to get going. 

Blake “Kilo” Watts of Bishopville, S. C., the 
Blue Stocking Little All-American candidate, gave 
an indication against Clemson when he personally 
raced for 133 yards—an average of 13 per try. 
One effort carried for 66 yards and P. C.’s lone 
touchdown. 

Rock Hill’s Walter “Rocky” Gooch also has 
proved the form that made him a dynamic half- 
back last year, a combination of hard running and 
crack defensive play. 

They are both juniors, and therein rests much 
of the reason for Coach McMillian’s cheerfulness. 
For these two, and others, with more varsity years 
ahead, point to better things in 1950. 

Two other juniors that teamed with Watts 
and Gooch to win the state one-mile relay last 
spring also carry pigskins effectively and give the 
Blue Stockings a ten-second backfield combina- 
tion. They are George Fleming of Honea Path, S. 
C., and Ken McCutcheon of Dillon, S. C. 

MeMillian will have six first string linemen 
returning and a flock of prospective junior and 
sophomore lettermen behind them. The starters 
with more years ahead include Ends Marshall 
Lanter and Bobby Ogletree, Guards Bo Atkinson 
and Al Beckum, Tackle Weir and Center Jimmy 
Lindsay.

Presbyterian’s basketball hopes dribble high 
for the coming season. 

Ample material is on deck, and Coach Lonnie 
McMillian is ready to start at the helm. Seasonal 
play is expected to begin around the first of Jan- 
uary, though the schedule is incomplete. 

Bright star in P. C.’s growing galaxy of cagers 
is Forward Dwight “Easy” Groninger, Blue Hose 
contribution to last season’s all-state team. The 
Akron, Ind. lad polled the second highest vote on 
the honor team and carried the distinction of being 
the only freshman in the select group. 

Four other frosh flashes of 1949 fame are also 
back to spark the attack. They are Lew Hawkins 
and Ken Horn of Plymouth, Ind., Kay Hill of Akron, 
and Kirby Jackson of Sumter, S. C. Hawkins, an 
accomplished dribbler and floorman, won honorable 
mention on the all-state squad with Groninger. 

To insure a successful season on the hardwood 
the Indiana sophomores conscripted two more 
Yankees for the cause this year. Hill brought his 
younger brother, Hank, and Groninger enlisted 
Paul Nye. Both are Akron natives and ex-high 
school stars. 

Additional support comes to the pivot position 
with the importation of Eddie Thompson, six foot, 
four inch center from Durham, N. C. The elongated 
pivoteer is a transfer from Campbell Junior Col- 
lege (Buie Creek, N. C.), which finished 12th in 
the nation among junior college’s last year. 

In an experienced reserve corps Coach Mc- 
Millian has three more lettermen—Jimmy Lindsay, 
Gene Turner, and Marion Wood. Lindsay and 
Turner are juniors and Wood is an alumnus-elect. 

General outlook for this season’s quintet is 
considered brighter than last year when the Hose- 
men skyrocketed to the top of the Palmetto race 
at first, then plummeted down the ladder when 
freshman rules and injuries stymied the P. C. at- 
tack. 


Wrestling... 

Presbyterian’s wrestling team, one of two in 
the state, rapidly surges to top popularity in the 
campus sports world. 

It came into its own last season when the Blue 
matmen faced intercollegiate competition for the 
first time in the school’s history. They won two of 
six matches. 

This season the grapplers forecast a brighter 
record with more experience and a growing interest 
in the aged game. Returning to the fold from last 
season’s crew of twenty-three squad members are 
all but five matmen. 

Among these returnees 
are three ring masters— 
Captain B. A. Brown of 
Kingstree, Walter Gooch 
of Rock Hill, and Fred 
Yarborough cf Florence. 
These three lost only one 
bout each to last year’s 
six opponents. 


Wrestling Team

Lonnie Mac’s best record went into the books 
in 1946, when a season count of seven wins and two 
losses gained the Little Four and North State Con- 
ference football titles. 

P. C. Quarterback Hank Cavey passed his way 
to Little All-American honors that year. He joined 
End Jack Adams as the two Presbyterian gridmen 
coached to Little All-American fame by McMillian 
over a period of a few years. 

His track and basketball teams also have con- 
sistently finished high in South Carolina compe- 
tition. Only last year the cindermen dashed off 
with second place in the state meet. 

MeMillian, a native of Prescott, Ark., played 
end on the first P. C. team coached by Walter John- 
son in 1915. He played it so well he was named 
All-state three years running, in addition to getting 
high recognition in other sports. Graduation came 
in 1921, after an interruption for Navy service in 
World War I .And here’s what the year book had 
to say the year he left: 

“Gaze, O gentle reader, upon Captain Mc- 
Millian, better known as ‘Pistol Ball’. Lonnie hails 
from Arkansas and has played four years for P. C., 
giving her his best. In action he wins the admira- 
tion of friends and foe alike and strikes terror into 
the hearts of those against him. There never faced 
him a man large enough to scare him and his mot- 
to, ‘The bigger they are the harder they fall, works 
wonderfully.” 

Then he is likely to step into Mrs. Mac’s kitchen 
and hustle up a few of his favorite recipes. For the 
Blue Stocking personification of manliness also 
gets a large boot out of cooking. His favorite dishes 
—chow mein and spaghetti.

Forest, Clemson and the University of South Caro- 
lina. 

Stimulated by Johnson’s enthusiasm for ath- 
letics, Presbyterian’s sports facilities developed 
from bare, unfenced fields to the present plant. 
Leroy Springs gymnasium went up in 1924. The 
state’s first floodlighted football field and outdoor 
track—scene of the annual state cinder meet—were 
added shortly thereafter. Then came South Caro- 
lina’s first college indoor swimming pool and Young 
baseball field. 

Coach Johnson realized his fondest tribute 
in September, 1940, when Clemson joined P. C. in 
honoring a great sportsman.

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Fighters 


“9 Presbyterian Catlege ky 


Sophomore Bob Hellams, Jr., of Clinton and 
Freshman Nick Neville of Horse Shoe, N. C., had 
some tall tales of tall trees to relate when they 
opened the fall semester at P. C. 

They served the summer as forest rangers in 
Idaho, an occupation which brought them into 
brush with the famous Montana forest fire—the 
worst the west has known in 50 years. 

Bob and Nick were flown 300 miles to help 
fight that blaze, which razed 60,000 acres and killed 
13 rangers before it was brought under control. 
The two P. C’uns had this to say upon return: 

“Tt got plenty hot for a while.” 

Young Hellams was on the ax-swinging crew, 
which cut trees in building fire trails. Neville’s 
group came later with cross-cut saws to saw down 
dead snags. 

High winds whipped the fire, making fire trails 
almost completely ineffective. Backfires were pur- 
posely set in an effort to contain the flames. These, 
too, failed for days. 

Beb and Nick worked 16 hours daily. They 
wore steel helmets as protection against falling 
snags, a danger every forest fire fighter must keep 
foremost in mind—that and being caught between 
flames. When day-long exhaustion overcame them, 
the two young P. C. students curled up in sleeping 
bags for a few hours’ sleep just beyond the fire’s 
path. They had time to eat only K-rations. 

Heat and smoke overcame dozens of fighters. 
Then, finally it ended. After a week and some 500 
rangers rushed to the scene, the huge blaze was 
brought to a mammoth smoking ember. 

Smoke-begrimed and weary, the two Presby- 
terians returned to St. Joe National Park, Idaho. 
They had worked there the summer before and plan 
to return for a third summer next year. 

Bob and Nick hitchhiked out that first summer. 
They used the huge sign shown in the picture: “2 
Presbtyterian College boys bound for Idaho would 
appreciate a lift. Thank you.” It got them to Idaho 
in a week as motorists readily stopped. The former 
P. C. Librarian, Willard Jones, gave them a 300- 
mile lift. 

The two open-roaders rode the rails as well as 
the highways coming back that trip. They spent 
three days and nights on freight trains. It was in- 
teresting, but as Neville put it: 

“Tt’s surprising how much more you can see 
by freight train, but we'll stick to normal travel 
from now on.” 
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
